Mr. Knox did 
not even begin life a poor,self-sup- 
porting boy, as did so many of our 
great men. He was the son of a pros- 
perous banker, received a good educa- 
tion, and was allowed to choose his 
own profession. 

A saint*and a warrior share the 
honor of making popular the Latin 
names of love. The saint was Aman- 
dus.one of the great aposties to Flan- 
ders, who was born near Nantes, 
France, at the end of the sixth con- 
tury. When he was 20 years old he 
left his home, a home of ease and 
wealth, for he was of noble birth. He 
became a monk, and for the next fif- 
teen years lived in a solitary cell on 
bread and water. When he was about 
35 he made a pilgrimage to Rome and 
there was made a missionary bishop. 

Then his real work began. He went 
to Flanders, then in a state of degrade- 
ion and idolatry, and worked to up- 
ift the people there. Everywhere he 
went he was well loved, as 4 man of 
his name should be, but everywhere 
he was feared because of high 
standards he set. When he returned to 
France, and criticised the wicked life 
ef the court, the French King Dago- 
bert expelled him; but later, because of 
the love he had for the saint, the King 
called Amandus back to as 
tuter to the heir to the throne. 

Saint Amandus died when he was 
90 years old. 

The great warrior who shares with 
the unt responsibility for the mediae- 
val popularity of the Latin names of 
love is the oldest of the heroes of chiv- 
alry, Amadis of Gaul, whose life was 
sung and told about in every language 
of mediaeval Europe. a

The principles settled by the Civil War, 
and to which an overwhelming majority of 
the people of the United States subscribed, 
are that no form of slavery, either by direct 
claim of title or by the indirectness of peon- 
age, vagrant laws or closed shop union la- 
bor regiiletions and domination, shall ever 
be tolergted in this land. 

The great prohibitory clause of the Fed- 
eral Constitution against slavery protects 
white men as well as black men. It de- 
mands the prompt destruction, by national 
and loca) legislation, of the result of any 
efforts th elude its letter or spirit, Which 
may be made by any community or any 
part of any community, whether a State 
Legislature, a municipal council or a trade 
union as} tion. 

The irteenth Amendment asserts that 
the right of every human being to contract 
for his ber, with whom he will, on such 
terms as he chooses, and to fulfill his con- 
tract, shall not be abridged, It promises 
indirectly that whenever the personal free- 
dom of any man shall be !nvaded, he shall 
be mainti in his rights wherever the 
flag of theSUnited States has a right to 
float, by all the civil and military power of 
State and.nation. 

The right of individual freedom has been 


woven into the of uus thought, and 
accepted as the rule o: its political life. 
There can. never be toleratio.: of trade union 
efforts to Foverturn individual freedom, or 
compromise with those who organize to 
overthrow it. 

The advocates of industrial freedom, 
whether employers or non-union workers, 
do not seek to restrict the right of workers 
to organize for any purpose, 60 long as they. 


‘pursue such purpose by peaceful and law- 


abiding methods. They demand only that 
when a worker who declines to join a union 
approaches’ the shop where he has found 
employment by which he can support ‘his 
family and his passage is obstructed by 
some Russian nihilist or Polish anarchist 
who yells “scab” at him and raises a club 
to strike him, there shall be found someone 
representative of this nation—deputy mar- 
shal or commissioner—who shall say to 
closed-shop pnfonism, incarnated in the per- 
son of one of its hired desperadoes—‘ stand 
out of the way and let that man pass to his 
work.” Indpstrial freedom demands that, 
the hired man shall be forced to know 
that when he looks at the officer who bids 
him stand aside, he beholds the civil and 
military power of a nation of 100,000,000 of 
people who: demand with one voice that 
their Constitution must be respected, that 
their jaws must be obeyed, that the right 
of thé worker to bis industrial freedom shall 
be enforced.. 

The naked, ugly fact is that in the city of 
San Franciseo the closed-shop laborites are 


ful organized conspiracy against non-union 
laborers. This conspiracy is an inexcusable 
outrage upon both employers and employed, 
a brazen defiance of law, a crime against 
the Constitution, a crime against fair play; 
and the policy of paitering with it is weak 
and unwise. ‘If it is not baffled, checked and 
destroyed; if it is winked at, tolerated, suf- 
fered to grow and spread, it will consign 
California toi a slough of business stagna- 
tion, industri despotism and moral death.

Don’t be too harsh in your Judgment con- 
cerning Republicans who bask in the light 
or Democrats or Populists who d¥ell in the 
darkness.

“Because,” replied the 
driver, for it was he, “he’s lookin’ around 
too much, First thing you know he'll see 
something he'll think he Ought to scare at.” 
It isn't the horse that is going ahead that 
shies. It's the one who is along. 
looking around, and thinking of bears and 
stumps and road rollers and all manner of 
similar things supposed to be fatally dau- 
gerous to horses. That's why we put blind 
ers on some horses—to train them to “face 
to the front.” 

And there is yet more suggestion in the 
elevator man's philosophy. Even though 
you stand far back in the car, safely remote 
from any possible entanglement of door and 
floor, you are more certain to get out at 
your own floor if you stand facing the front. 
I have seen men carried by n the Instant 
it required for the passenger to turn around 
Elevators are not canal boats. Keep faced 
the way you want to go. And when you are 
in the cage, you naturally want to go out. 
And if the exit is right in front of you, 
out you go. Only in the civilized nations 
do people look one way and row the other. 
But the Chinese, who had a government, and 
a literature, and history, and traditions, and 
settled customs, and good manners, and 
clothing of embroidered silks, two or three 
thousand years before i) first Englishman 
or American was invented, row the same 
way they look. They learned, after experi- 
menting a thousand years than we 
have been existing, that was the correct 
method. All the time I was in China I 
saw but one collision on the’ rivers 
thronged with boats as the Vallambrosa 
brooks are freckled with autumnal leaves. 
And that was when a gasoline launch, made 
in the United States, ran into a junk that 
was placidly lying at anchor. 

Do you remember the story of Atlanta, 
my son? She was a maiden of Arcadia, the 
most renowned agrinter of her day, which 
was a few days before yesterday. She was 
herself the prize of all the races in which 
she ran. She was also the winner in all 
but one. When she beat a youth who ran 
with her and for her, she not only broke 
his heart, which was not necessarily fatal, 
but also his neck, which could not be reset. 
And do you remember how she lost the only 
race, which was her last one? She looked 
not clear around, but just a trifle aside at 
the golden apples which Melanion, chasing 
along behind her, threw one at a time, a 
little ahead to one side of the racing maid- 
en. Had she kept on looking where she was 
going she had won that race and added one 
more head to her charm string. e 

“Face to the front,” my son. You are too 
young to lean back in the breéching. The 
oldest and biggest mule in the team is se- 
lected for that position. And the bigger 
mule he is, the harder he holds back. He 
steadies the rest of them going down hill. 
He has his place. I've seen him slide all 
the way down a long hill, sunk back on 
his haunches, hoofs planted in the gravel, 
collar and hames chucked against his ears, 
harness bunched up on his withers, tail 
down and ears back, hanging on to the 
ground like a dragging anchor, dust of the 
whole team flying in his face—and going 
along with the rest of the team all the 
same and all the time, just as fast as the 
leaders, and getting down to the end of the 
grade a little ahead of the wagon.

Our 
fathers were not- impelled to sacrifice their 
lives, their fortunes and their sacred honor 
by the ambitious thought that the Fourth 
of July would stand in the ages, a golden 
column of sacrifice, valor, victory and free- 
dom,-inscribed with their names, For aught 
they knew, they were signing their own 
death warrants when they signed the Dec- 
laration that made these colonies free and 
independent States. They signed, threw 
down the pen, caught up the sword, and 
faced to the front. Those who put on the 
breeching and Wore the hold-backs were 
called Tories. The Torles are all gone— 
every last despised one of them. But the 
free and independent States are still here, 
greater. mightier, richer, better than ever 
the fathers dreamed. “Face to the front,” 
my boy. Keep step with the times. March 
to the music of conquest. And remember 
any army of conquest isn't a garrison in 
a fort—it's a mighty column on the forward 
march. All the days it has conquered are 
“Yesterdays;” the march it is making now

Such a tax should be made a State 
tax, they say, 0 per cent. to be pro- 
rated to the counties having improved 
highways, and in proportion to their 
mileage; 25 per cent. for the main- 
tenance of State highways and the re- 
mainder to all the other counties in 
the State.
